FROM THE 
PASTOR'S DESK 

(Continued from last week) 

Perhaps the single most formative influence 
on Mark’s theology and Christology was the 
social setting in which he wrote. It is evident 
from his gospel that Mark was writing for a 
community suffering persecution. 
Traditionally, that community has been 
identified as the Church in Rome during the 
persecutions of the Emperor Nero. Some of 
the features of Mark’s gospel which support 
this belief are the following: 

1. Mark’s gospel places a great deal of 
emphasis on the suffering and death 
of Jesus. The story of Jesus’ 
triumphal entry into Jerusalem on 
Palm Sunday is reported in Chapter 
11. This means that chapters 11-16 
(one-third of the gospel) are 


concerned with Jesus’ last week 
before his death. At the same time 
chapters 1-10 lead clearly and 
inexorably to the passion, and the 
passion is anticipated at every turn 
in the opening chapters. With good 
reason have scholars described 
Mark’s gospel as “a passion 
account with a long introduction”. 

2. In all three synoptic gospels Jesus 

assures his followers who have 

given up house and family for his 
sake that they will receive 
blessings in this life and life in the 
age to come, but Mark alone 
indicates that these blessings will 
be "with persecutions” (10:30). 

3. Chapter 13 is filled with detailed 

descriptions of oppression and 
persecution: (13:9; 13:12; and 

13:13) 

4. Moreover, two of the three 

predictions Jesus makes of his own 
forthcoming suffering and death 

lead directly to descriptions of the 
suffering that awaits his followers 
(8:31-33; 8:34-38; and 10:32-34; 
10:38-39). 

5. In the parable of the sower, Jesus 
allegorizes the seed that falls on 
rocky ground as those who lose 
heart when “tribulation or 
persecution comes because of the 
word ” (4:17). 

The emphasis on suffering and 

persecution makes sense if the 
community for whom Mark is writing is 
experiencing "persecution...because of 
the word” (4:17).*
